Proposed Schedule Would Raise 


Price 4-0 Cents a Pair

in putting a duty on-hides, boots and 
shoes and leather is destined to start 
a fight in congress, the consequences 
of which may be as great as those of 
the row a decade ago over "schedule 
K" in the Payne-Aldrich bill. 


The proposed tariff, if retained, 


ffill make shoes cost from 30 to 50 
cents a pair more than at present, ac- 
cording to authoritative figures fur- 
nished the United Press today. 


Representative Hawley of Oregon, 


formerly for such a tariff, is now 
strongly opposed to it. 


As the tariff bill passed the house, 


liules, boots, shoes .and leather were 
on the free list. The senate finance 
.committee Republicans, however, de- 
termined upon a 15 per cent ad- 
\aloiem duty on hides, a ten per cent 
achalorem on boots and shoes and 
ten to 25 ier cent _n leather. 


Hawley figures that only the pack- 


cr-tanner would benefit from the new 
regime. The farmer-stockman wguld 
get an estimated $34,000,000 more 
for his products but he and his farm 
woikers would have to pay $38,600,- 
000 more for their 
products 
than

auditorium Wednesday evening, at 7-30, -when, 
it is expected that plans will be peifected to 
inaugurate the work in earnest.

in fat. 
This boiled dinner of salt 


pork and peas pudding conforms to 
a balanced ration.

BOIJLE0 PORK AXD TEAS 
PUDDING 


Leg of salt pork, l medium sized 
iead cabbage, 4 parsnips, l onion, 
3 carrot, 1-2 turnip, 1 stalk celery, 
12 peppercorns. 


FOR THE PUDDING—Two cups 


split peas, 2 tablespoons butter, 2 
eggs (jolks), pepner. 


Soak the peas over night. Put the 


pork 
in 
a big kettle, cover -with 


ivarm uater and bring to the boiling 
point.

If the pork is 


very salty put to cook in cold wa- 
ter, brought slowly to the boiling 
point and the water poured off.
